As the strikes eru pted, the UAW 
annou nced in a statem ent that a 
stalem ate had dev eloped in nego­ 
tiations on noneconomic national- 
lev el issu es. 
A main snag, the u nion said, 
was its demand for more liberal 
relief time from machines and as­ 
sembly lines to care fo r personal 
needs of the workers.

The increase first was felt Sat­ 
u rday , when the lev el increased 
6 0-fold from .05 micromicrocu ries 
to 3 micromicrocu ries. The lev el 
Su nday night was 6 .4 micromicro­ 
cu ries. 
The danger lev el is 100 micro­ 
microcu ries, the department said. 
A micromicrocu rie is a u nit of 
measu ring radiation lev els. 
Dr. Herman E. Hilleboe, state 
health commissioner, 
said there 
was no eau se for alarm. 
He pointed ou t that before the 
.Sov iet Union halted atmospheric 
nu clear testing in Ju ne 19 57, the 
radiation lev el in the state was 
50 micromicrocu ries. 
The Sov iet 
Union 
resu med 
nu clear 
testing 
Sept. 1. 
Hilleboe said m ost ocf the radia­ 


tion-bearing elements in the cu r- 
’rent fallou t had a relativ ely short 
life. 
Only one-tenth of 1 per cent of 
the fallou t is strontiu m 90, longest 
liv ing of the radioactiv e elements, 
he said. 
The fallou t report came at a 
time when pu blic interest in fall­ 
ou t shelters was gaining impetu s. 
Under a law’ that takes effect 
Oct. 1, the state will allow proper­ 
ty owners tax ex emption for fall­ 
ou t shelters they constru ct. 
The • State Civ il Defense Com­ 
mission said, howev er, the shel­ 
ters mu st comply with minimu m 
requ irements of 80 cu bic feet of 
space for each occu pant and a 
safety factor of 100 of more. 
A safety , or attenu atifcn. factor 
of 100, means that the shelter will 
cu t ou tdoor radioactiv ity to l-100th 
within the shelter. 
The 1961 legislatu re au thorized 
an ex emption of $100 for each oc­

WASHINGTON (A P)-T he Sov i­ 
et Union has triggered two new 
nu clear blasts — one packing a 
pu nch far greater than earlier 
shots in the cu rrent tests. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
said the first of Su nday ’s ex plo­ 
sions in the atmosphere was “on 
the order of sev eral megatons”— 
an ex plosiv e force equ iv alent to 
.sev eral million tons of TNT.

it

by far the 
largest fired since the Sov iet Un­ 
ion resu med testing 11 day s ago, 
the blast was a long way from 
the 100-megaton lev el which So­

The second nu clear dev ice, fired 
later in the day on the same arc­
